W ashington, M ay 16.- On the evt 
of the departure of tile Am erican 
commission to Russia th** state de­ 
partment has received advices from 
Petrograd that th* Germ an govern­ 
ment is not meeting with success 
iii its efiort through intrigue and 
propaganda to break down the Rus­ 
sian provisional 
government 
and 
bring Russia to a separate peace or 
lessen her m ilitary effectiveness. 
Hope is felt here that in spite of 
recent 
unfavorable o- velopments, 
the provisional government, which 
air* ady has surmounted m any ob­ 
stacles, not only xviii stand firm ly 
by its understanding w ith her allies 
that

peace, but w ill continue to prose­ 
cute w ith vigor its plans for setting 
up a permanent dem ocratic govern­ 
ment and rt habilitate the country.

To meet sinister m isrepresenta­ 
tions of Du* purpose of President 
W ilson in dispatching the mission 
headed by Elih u Root to Russia, it 
was authoritatively stated yester 
day that tile mission contem plates 
no interference in the internal re­ 
lations of the new-born republic, 
nor effort to sway the judgm ent of 
the Russian people as to who shall 
control.

Already the big industrial corporations in the U nited S tates are 


planning to meet the em ergency that will follow conscription by look­ 


ing ahead and m aking preparation to fill the places of the m en who 


shall be called to the colors. 
In doing this they are studying condi­ 


tions brought about, by the war ,especially in England, France? and 


G erm any, and w ill be guided to a great extent by the exp erien ces of 


th ose countries. 
Of course there will be lots of m en w ithin the con­ 


scription age lim its that will not be com pelled to join the army. 
In 


addition to the exem ptions because of occupations deem ed necessary 


to the successful prosecution of the war, there will be a great per cent 


of young m en who, no m atter how desirous they m ay be to se‘rve, will 


be barred because of physical unfitness. 
E ye trouble, lack of the* re­ 


quired height, over and under weight, dental trouble, loss of hearing 


and m any other deficiencies will keep thousands at hom e w ho other­ 


w ise would be called.
